A Great Feat 


‘The triumph which Russia has today achieved drew 
admiring comments from selentists everywhere and cap- 
tured the headlines of the world’s press. 


- A acientist said the feat could be compared with a 
marksman hitting the’ eye of ao fly six miles iway with a. 
small calibre rifle. 


The success of the rocket’s flight — which.comes on 
the eve of Mr Khrushchev’s visit to the United States — 
immediately provoked dismay in. Washington. oes 


Government space experts said the rocket’s ‘success 
left no doubt that Soviet ICBMs could be fired with dendly 
accuraey at enemy cities. , 


American calculations indicated that if the Russian 
cstimates, of their moon shot’s point of impact wete 
correct, un equally well-almed Soviet ICBM would deliver 
ita warhead slightly less than 6.6 miles from the centre 
of an enemy city or other target,

This ‘Green Gooseberry Wine 
is sometimes known as “Cotlage 
Champagne.” Some people make 
it at the time of a child's birth, 
and open ft on his 21st birthday.

Pulp 4Ib of ripe gooseberries. 
Add 4 quarts of water and Ib 
of raisins and boil very genuy 
for 20 minutes.
